Their claim was eatsbiished. and as a 
token of gratitude they left a bequest 
of bread and rhesas to hs scrambled 
for when thrown from the church tow¬ 
er.. A. similar charity was that at Par- 
fordr Oxfordshire, where the rent of a 
Piece of land known aa 'Whllo-bread 
Close, waa soent tn buying bread which 
was scrambled for at th# church door. 

There can be no duobt (hat many of 
the old English fairs owe their origin 
to the church.
